Harvesting of the crop in South­ 
east Missouri began the first of Sep­ 
tember and is now in full swing. H ar­ 
vesting in Southern Illinois probably 
will not begin until October 1.

Prices offered to growers run about 
$3.35 to $3.50 per 100 pounds in Mis 
souri and $4.10 to $4.25 in California.

BEER AND WINE 
SALE NOT A FELONY 


St. Louis, September 2.— It may be 
a surprise to learn, as it was to mem­ 
bers of the Missouri Association 
<>f 
Prosecuting Attorneys, at 
their an­ 
nual convention at Hotel Jefferson, 
yesterday that it is no felony under 
Missouri laws to manufacture, tran s­ 
port or sell beer, wine, alcohol or rye 
whisky. 
Any intoxicating liquor, for 
that m attetr, except “hooch, 
moon­ 
shine or corn whisky". 
This assertion was made by Assist­ 
ant Attorney-General James A. Pot­ 
ter, in charge of liquor law violations, 
and appeared to answer the inquiry 
of several zealous 
rural prosecutors 


as to why their informations and con­ 
viction under the 1P25 bone dry act, 
with its felony provisions, were dis­ 
missed by the higher courts. 
The 
explanation, 
Potter pointed 
out, lies in the fact that the statute 
expressly limits the 
criminality 
to 
“hooch, moonshine or corn 
whisky”, 
and the 
Suppreme 
Court has 
held 
that the terms are synonymous. 
“In other words", asked one of the 
prosecutors, "if it’s 
rai>m 
whisky, 
there’s no felony been committed.” 
"Exactly, but if you got in a pock 
et, prove that it is corn whisky’, was 
the reply. 
“If you live in the city 
get a chemical analysis. 
If you are 
from the country, let the Sheriff 
or 
some old-timer smol! or taste of it”. 
Of course, it was pointed out, the 
manufacturer of all liquors, contain­ 
ing more than one-half of 1 per cent 
alcohol, is forbidden under the Mis­ 
souri laws, but the act is only a mis­ 
demeanor. 
It is for this reason that 
liquor violations in St. Louis 
are 
handled by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
and not the Circuit Attorney. 
Prosecuting Attorney Stephen Bar­ 
ton of Scott County propounded 
u 
problem: 
He had seized an automo­ 
bile containing a quantity of alcohol, 
and desried to prosecute the man in 
possession under the felony 
clause 
and also to confiscate the automobile. 
"You can’t prosecute for the pos­ 
session of alcohol as a felony ” , Pot­ 
ter declared. 
“ Now you tell me how 
you expect to confiscate the automo­ 
bile.” 
In the general discussion that 
followed it was agreed that confisca­ 
tion could not be accomplished, but 
that the 
automobile 
might be im­ 
pounded as evidence, and that confis­ 
cation proceedings might be brought 
after a conviction. 
Prosecuting Attorney Hamlin 
of 
Marion County wanted to now how 
many offenses must be proven to pad­ 
lock 
a 
place 
under 
the nuisance 
clause. 
"The number 
doesn’t mean 
anything”, was the answer. 
“ You 
must allege and prove that the place 
is a continuous menace or danger”. 
Another member desired 
to know 
what his Sheriff should do with 
20 
barrels of wine he had seized, 
the 
storage of which 
was 
costing him 
more than his fee. 
“He will have to 
reimburse himself", said Potter. "Oi 
course, he can destroy the wine, sav­ 
ing a sample”— 
“ Yes, and be sued for the proper­ 
ty destroyed”, interposed Prosecuting 
Attorney Mueller of St. Louis Coun­ 
ty. 
“ We have just had a jury return 
a verdict of $6000 against one of our 
constables and his bondsmen for the 
destruction of some liquor”. 
Potter related that one Sheriff had 
complained that he lost from $1;> to 
$50 every time he caught a “ moon­ 
shiner”. 
He recalled that at the last 
Legislature he attempted to alter the 
law on 
search 
warrants, to permit 
Justices of the Peace to issue them. 
“They have the constables and 
the 
machinery of p r o c e s s ' s a i d Potter, 
“but the lawmakers were afraid they 
would overstep their authority.” 
The convention adjourned with the 
re-election of officers— Frank Duvall 
of Pike County, president, and James 
Hamlin of Marion County, secretary.

With initial steps under way for 
the purchase of lands for the creation 
of the U pper Mississippi River Wild 
Life and Fish Refuge, provided for 
by act of Congress in June, 1924, the 
dream s of conservationists who fos­ 
tered the movement will soon be real- 
j/.ed. 
This refuge, along the uppet 
reaches of the Mississippi, is design­ 
ed us a finding and resting place for 
wild fowl and other m ig rato ry birds, 
and as a n atu ra l home for fur an i­ 
mals. 
In addition 
it is 
established 
for the preservation of fishes and of 
trees, wild flowers and other native 
plants, says the United S tates 
De­ 
p artm en t of Agriculture. 
The Izaak Walton League of A m er­ 
ica originated the idea of the refuge 
and urged 
the 
passage 
of the uot. 
This section along the river is one of 
the m any areas needed for the per- 
petuatino of m igratory 
gam e 
birds 
and the many other form s of wild 
life, experts say. 
The secretary of agriculture 
has 
been given authority to purchase the 
lands for the new refuge, and adm in­ 
istration is through the Bureau 
of 
Biological 
urvey, 
which 
m aintains 
many of the other wild life refuges 
of the federal governm ent. Jurisdic 
tion of the D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
ture within the refuge will extend to 
wild birds, gam e anim als, fur bearing 
anim als, 
trees, 
wild 
flowers 
and 
plants, while the D epartm ent of Com ­ 
m erce w'ill have jurisdiction with re ­ 
spect to fishes, 
mussels 
and 
other 
uquatic anim al life. 
The tow d e p a rt­

governing hunting 
und fishing on the are as acquired. 
The hill became a law on approval 
by the president on Ju n e 7, 1294, anti

The Biological Survey 
is working 
to obtain the co-operation of the peo­ 
ple in the up p er Mississippi valley in 
the developm ent and enjoym ent

lands are obtained and the refuge

thoroughly organized it will be one

species as bass,

The Mississippi valley is described 
as the g rea t American highway fo r 
our m ig rato ry birds, and many

Ft. Leaven worth, Kan, October 1. 
—A million-dollar factory within the 
prison walls of the Fort Leavenworth 
Federal penitentiary will begin mak­ 
ing shoes for the men of the army 
and navy Federal institutions 
next 
January. 
Warren 
F. 
Goldthwaite 
will be its superintendent. 
One of the serious problems 
with 
which Warden W. I. Biddle has had 
t 
contend is that of finding employ­ 
ment 
for 
his 
prisoners. 
The shoe 
factory wil put to work 700 convicts, 
whose time now is idle. The men will 
be taught a trade; a small remuner­ 
ation will go partly toward the sup­ 
port of their families and partly into 
a fund at interest, to be paid 
them 
on their 
release. 
The 
Government 
will take a profit from production. 
The plant is expected to turn out 
from 2500 to 3000 pairs of shoes daily 
when ope rating at its capacity, but 
this will not be possible until skilled 
laboi has been developed among the 
prison laborers. 
When the peak of 
quality and quantity has been attain­ 
ed, the penitentiary will begin manu­ 
facturing footwear for the army and 
navy, and later a work shoe in addi- 
t on for other institutions maintain­ 
ed by the Government. 
The factory was built by man pow­ 
er at a great saving in cost. 
Wher­ 
ever some expensive bit of machinery 
could be replaced by manual labor it 
was done. 
When it was necessary to 
hoist tons of brick and steel, cement 
and crushed stone to the workers on 
the skeleton fourth story, a series of 
runways was rigged up from lumber 
sawed at the prison mill and up these 
runways the convict» trundled their 
wheelbarrows of construction mater­ 
ial. 
Six hundred wards of the Gov­ 
ernment helped build the plant. 
The factory will be fireproof thru- 
cut. with large windows and white 
enamel walls.

Any intoxicating liquor, for 
that mattetr, except “hooch, 
moon­ 
shine or corn whisky’’. 
This assertion was made by Assist­ 
ant Attorney-General James A. Pot­ 
ter, in charge of liquor law violations, 
and appeared to answer the inquiry 
»f several zealous 
rural prosecutors 
is to why their informations ami con­ 
viction under the 1925 bone dry act, 
with its felony provisions, were dis­ 
missed by the higher courts. 
The 
explanation, Potter pointed 
<>ut, lies in the fact that the statute 
expressly limits the criminality 
to 
“hooch, moonshine or corn 
whisky”, 
and the 
Suppretne 
Court has 
held 
that the terms are synonymous. 
“In other words”, asked one of the 
prosecutors, "if it’s 
raisin 
whisky, 
there’s no felony been committed.” 
"Exactly, hut if you get in a pock­ 
et, prove that it is corn whisky’, was 
the reply. 
“If you live in the city 
get a chemical analysis. 
If you are 
from the country, let the Sheriff 
or 
some old-timer smell or taste of it”. 
Of course, it was pointed out, the 
manufacturer of all liquors, contain­ 
ing more than one-half of 1 per cent 
alcohol, is forbidden under the Mis­ 
souri law», but the act is only a mis­ 
demeanor. 
It is for this reason that 
liquor violations in St. 
Iaiuis 
are 
handled by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
and not the Circuit Attorney. 
Prosecuting Attorney Stephen Bar­ 
ton of Scott County propounded 
u 
problem: 
He had seized an automo­ 
bile containing a quantity of alcohol, 
and desricd to prosecute the man in 
possession under the felony 
clause 
and also to conftscute the automobile. 
"You can’t prosecute for the pos­ 
session of alcohol as u felony”, Pot­ 
ter declared. “Now you tell me how 
you expect to confiscate the automo­ 
bile.” 
In the general discussion that 
followed it was agreed that confisca­ 
tion could not be accomplished, but 
that the 
automobile 
might be im­ 
pounded as evidence, and that confis­ 
cation proceedings might be brought 
after a conviction. 
Prosecuting Attorney Hamlin 
of

clause. 
"The number 
doesn't mean 
anything”, was the answer. 
“You 
must allege and prove that the place 
is a continuous menace or danger”. 
Another member desired 
to know 
what his Sheriff should do with 
29 
barrels of wine he had seized, 
the 
storage of which 
was 
costing him 
more than his fee. 
“He will have to 
reimburse himself”, said Potter. “Of 
course, ht» can destroy the wine, sav­ 
ing a sample”— 
“Yes, and be sued for the proper­ 
ty destroyed”, interposed Prosecuting 
Attorney Mueller of St. Louis Coun­ 
ty. “We have just had a jury return 
a verdict of $6600 against one of our 
constables and his bondsmen for the 
destruction of some liquor”. 
Potter related that one Sheriff had 
complained that he lost from $15 to 
$50 every time he caught a “moon­ 
shiner”. 
He recalled that at the last 
Legislature he attempted to alter the 
law on 
search 
warrants, to permit 
Justices of the Peace to issue them. 
“They have the constables and 
the 
machinery of process”, 
said Potter, 
“but the lawmakers were afraid they 
would overstep their authority.” 
The convention adjourned with the 
i re-election of officers—Frank Duvall 
of Pike County, president, and James 
Hamlin of Marion County, secretary.

With initial steps under way for 
the purchase of lands for the creation 
of the Upper Mississippi River Wild 
Life and Fish Refug«*, provided for 
by uct of Congress in June, 1924, th«* 
dreams of conservationists who fos­ 
tered the movement will soon Ik* real­ 
ized. 
This refuge, along the upper 
reaches of the Mississippi, is design­ 
ed as a f«sding and resting place for 
wild fowl and other migratory birds, 
and as u natural home for fur ani­ 
mals. 
In addition 
it is 
established 
for the preservation of fishes and of 
trees, wild flowers and other native 
plants, says the United States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
The lzaak Walton League of Amer­ 
ica originated the idea of th«* refuge 
and urged 
the 
passage 
of the act. 
This section along the river is one of 
the muny areas needed for the per- 
patuatino of migratory 
game 
birds 
and the many other forms of wild 
life, experts say. 
The secretary of agriculture 
has 
been given authority to purchase the 
lands for the new refuge, and admin­ 
istration is through the Bureau 
of 
Biological 
urvey, 
which 
maintains 
many of the other wild life refuges 
of the federal government. Jurisdic 
tion of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture within the refuge will extend to 
wild birds, game animals, fur bearing 
animals* 
trees,

will take a profit from production. 
The plant is expected to turn out 
from 2500 to 3000 pairs of shoes daily 
when operating at its capacity, but 
this will not he possible until skilled 
labor has been developed among the 
prison laborers. 
When the peak of 
quality and quantity has been attain­ 
ed, the penitentiary will begin manu­ 
facturing footwear for the army and 
navy, and later a work shoe in addi- 
t on for other institutions maintain­ 
ed by the Government.
